of infinite patienee, ‘‘Job,’’ I have heard some 
salesmen say, ‘‘was a man of great patience, 
but the good Lord knew better than to let him 
sell typewriters!’’ Possibly this is so. Any- 
way the poor typewriter man has first to get a 
machine that is absolutely perfect in its mechan- 
ism when it is put out on trial; said machine 
must fulfill all he deelared it would do and not 
break down while on examination. Next he 
must please the stenographer—if she has a 
light touch or a heavy touch—he must get the 
machine adjusted accordingly. If she is, or 
thinks she is, a rapid operator, he must see that 
‘*speed dogs’’ or ‘‘most rapid escapements’’ 
are attached to satisfy the whim of the lady 
typist. The paper feed must ke O. K.—the 
manifolding abilities must be ‘‘ just so,’’ every 
little attachment must be thoroughly explained, 
and so, and so on, And then, after satisfying 
every single operator in the office, besides those 
who do not operate, but have friends, first 
cousins, or other relatives who once knew some- 
one who once owned another superior machine 
of an entirely different make, the unfortunate 
typewriter salesman has to ke ‘‘ecarpeted’’ and 
face the principal. 


Meeting Arguments. 


Then comes arguments of another nature. 
How much discount is there for cash? Why 
can’t someone get out a machine that ean beat 
all these so-called ‘‘standard machines’’ at a 
lower price? What allowance will there ke on 
the old machine? How long will the new ma- 
chine be kept in repair free of charge? What 
are the terms if paid for by installments? How 

but why weary you? The questions are al- 
most innumerable and in all probability the 
poor salesman is put off day after day on one 
pretext and another until at length, either the 
machine is sold, or a rival steps in with another 
machine and closes the deal. Either event may 
happen at any moment, The typewriter sales- 
man can never reckon on a sale being closed 
until the cash is paid and the agreement signed.

Under the above plans the trial nuisance is 
totally eliminated. The rental charge is a bind- 
er of the sale, but should the sale fall through 
for any reason, the amount received will amply 
cover the cost of placing the machine back in 
its original condition. 

In the exchange branch of the business I have 
followed the last plan very successfully, with 
an addition to the guaranty that the machine 
sold can be exchanged any time within thirty 
days at the full purehase priee for another or 
a similar make, This protects my buyer and 
keeps him from buying elsewhere, should the one 
him be unsatisfactory. 

On new machines, neither plan would be suc 
cessful, except under the condition of a univer 
sal agreement between all the manufacturers 
and a thorough resolve to stick to it. 

With the hope in view that these suggestions 
may be of some use to the trade in general I 
send them to you, as it seems to me there is no 
one factor in the trade outside of your independ 
ent publication which could or would be in a 
better position to start the ball rolling for re 
form in this matter.

A visit to this office, which is located in the 
building occupied by the postoffice department, 
found John B. Sieman, the chief clerk, in his 
usual cheery mood, and upon being informed 
of a desire to see the machine room, gladly con- 
sented to be a guide, stopping long enough on 
the floor where his office is located to introduce 
Col. Ernest G. Timme, the auditor,.who until 
May 1 was the auditor for the state and other 
departments. 

Col. Timme is a veteran of the civil war, in 
which he Jost his arm, and has rendered con- 
spicuous services both in the field and forum. 
His present post was given him on account of 
his very eminent services in his former sta- 
tion, and his undoubted fitness for the place. 
He is thoroughly cordial in his greeting, and 
has a knack of making every one feel at home 
in his presence, 

Muton T. Adkins, head of the machine sec- 
tion, and his assistant, J. E. Nichols, are thor- 
oughly familiar with the work and show great 
interest in explaining methods. Shelby J. David- 
son is said to be an expert in the manipulation 
of the machine, He understands the mechan- 
isin and construction, and has charge, under the 
chief clerk, of the repairs; adjustment and care 
of the machines, 

The machine performs all the fundamental 
operations of arithmetie—addition, subtraction, 
multiplication and division—with as much ease 
and facility’ as that of addition, for which it 
is commonly used. 

There are twenty machjnes in the room, 
which are connected from the drop lights with 
the eleetrie current in the building. The opera- 
tors are said to average daily 10,000 paid orders 
entered and added. This average has been 
broken both by Mr. Davidson and Eugene N. 
Brooks, the latter having to his credit a daily

This condition of affairs has been created be- 
cause of many and various influences which 
have been at work in the past. Salesmen en- 
gaged in any particular line are becoming more 
and more familiar with other and kindred lines 
and, in justice to their customers, are freely 
recommending this or that device as an addi- 
tional benefit.

THAT ‘‘TRIAL’’ QUESTION. 


The subject of placing various kinds of offi 
machinery and specialties on ‘‘trial’’ has per 
plexed many a manufacturer, and the editorial 
in our Julv issue has created considerable dis 
cussion among the various office appliance con 
cerns. 

The following communication, coming from the 
general sales manager of the American Multi 
graph Company, should interest others along 
these lines, and we shall be pleased to hear fron 
thoes who believe the sale of typewriters, add 
ing machines and office appliances can and 
should be sold without a ‘‘trial period.’’ 

The communication from Mr. Newton follows 

It was with much more than ordinary inter 
est that I read in your July number your edi 
torial on ‘‘A Gigantic Mlegitimate Abuse,’’ and 
[I hope I may be pardoned for taking some slight 
pride in the fact that it was brought about 
partly by our own policy in reference to 
very thing.

Some of your readers may be interested in t 
fact that when we started out to do business we 
followed along the general lines of having an 
‘*examination period.’’ We very soon came 
the conclusion, however, that the principle was 
wrong and that many concerns had been so 
spoiled by the attitude of specialty manufactur 
ers that they were prone to abuse the privilege 
at almost every opportunity. This resulted in 
our considering the matter seriously and finallv 
eutting out entirely the ‘examination period’’ 
and substituting what we term a ‘‘demonstra 
tion period.’’ We follow out the plan of provid 
ing each senior salesman with a junior salesman 
or demonstrator, who works entirely under his 
direction. This demonstrator is expected to be 
more or Jess expert in the operating of the ma 
chine. When our salesman finds a prospectiy 
customer whom he is not able to sell at one: 
ascertains when that man has a job of work 
ready and he can set aside the services of one f 
his clerks to take instructions on the machin 
At that time our salesman sends a machine t 
man’s office accompanied by the assistant, who 
stays with it sufficiently long (a full day, if 1

EXTRACT FROM DECISION 


“Care should be taken that the courts, in their efforts 
to protect the rights of patentees, do not invade the just 
rights of others, engaged in legitimate occupation, by 
creating new monopolies not covered by patents and by 
placing unwarrantable restrictions upon trade. We think it is clear that the doctrine may be 
carried far enough to produce such results. For instance, should the patentee of a fountain pen, 
by such a notice as we have under consideration, be permitted to hold as an infr.nger one who sells 
ink to the owner of the pen, even though he knows of the restriction. To compel the dealer to 
make inquiries and take the precautions necessary to save himself from being sued as an infringer 
would place intolerable burdens upon business. 

“It was stated at the bar that among the ‘supplies’ necessary for the operation of the Neostyle 
were oil and varnish. It is not easy to perceive how a machinist who lubricates the machine and 
the painter who varnishes it can escape the charge of infringement. 

“If the doctrine be driven to its ultimate conclusion the merchant and the consumer may find 
themselves enmeshed in a network of monopolies embracing all the necessaries of life. Noone may 
safely sell coffee to the consumer but the patentee of his coffee mill, etc.

Management of Stationery Salesmen 


Fire beneath a boiler converts water into 
steam, ready for the directing turn of the en 
gineer’s throttle. The fire of enthusiasm be 


neath the motives of a salesman converts energy 
into action, ready for the directing turn of the 
manager’s throttle. And when the throttle is 
turned energy becomes SALES, and ‘‘sales’’ is 
the steam of commercial life. 

It is the purpose of this article to deal ex 
clusively with the problems of the business man 
ager who turns the throttle, the engineer of 
salesmanship; to confine the discourse to the 
management of stationery salesmen. 

Judging from experience this is a very auspi 
cious time for such a dissertation, for a repre 
sentative of OFFICE APPLIANCES recently called 
upon the most prominent stationers in Chicago 
and found only one among them who made any 
pretentions to manage his salesmen on a definite, 
systematic basis. All of them further were de 
sirous of obtaining information on the subject. 
Hence this article. 

As a result of the interviews OFFICE APPLI 
ANCES is not prepared from the facts learned to 
offer a solution of the problem proposed, but 
merely to make suggestions based upon the ex 
perience of many prosperous managers. 

Most all of the leading stationers in Chicago 
agree that, owing to the ‘‘ peculiarities’’ of their 
business, taking also into consideration the large 
number of different articles each up-to-date 
house must handle—something over 8,000 in 
number—it is impossible to devise any sys 
tem for handling salesmen that will be elastie, 
accurate, simple, and at the same time neces 
sarily inexpensive. 

However, the scientific basis upon which all 
successful business is conducted at the present 
time would lead one to believe that some plan 
might he formulated that would be elastic 
enough to meet the demands of the busy sta 
tioner. In fact the prosperity attending all of 
them in Chicago would suggest that they are in 
line with a correct system. 

In the first place, many of the stationers in 
Chicago depend upon their general advertising, 
reputations and friendly pulls to bring them 
inquiries by letter, telephone, personal or other 
wise, which they proceed to ‘‘follow up.’’ The 
acquisition of the names of prospective cus 
tomers by sundry methods and the consequent 
sending of literature, catalogues, etc.. is one of 
the means of securing business; but the most 
successful stationer is the one who, in addition 
to these and other methods, sends his men vut 
after business. 

The suecessful stationery manager goes after 
the business of the fellow who is in a rut and 
doesn’t know it, or the man who is in a rut 
and can’t get out. He knows it is easy to sell 
his goods to the customer that wants them, but 
he knows, too, that there is business for him 
with the man who never thought of wanting 
his loose leaf ledger or the like. He doesn’t 
simply hang up his sign over the front door 
on the one lone street where he is located, and 
expect stationery buyers to make a path to the 





POST CARD EXHIBIT AT NATIONAL BUSI- 
NESS SHOW. 

During the week of October 27 to Nov. 3 at 
Madison Square Garden, when the National 
Business Show will be in full blast, and many 
visiting office appliance dealers and stationers 
from all over the country will be in New York 
looking over the goods exhibited and seeuring 
new agencies for many new specialties, the man 
agement of the business show have arranged for 
a special exhibit of ‘‘ post cards’’ that are now 
so yx pular among all classes of men and which 


entrance, but he pushes his men into the high 
ways and byways of business. 

Then the question is, How does he ‘‘push’’ 
them? 

No two stationers in Chicago handle their 
salesmen alike. For instance, one house main 
tains that ‘‘it does not pay’’ to employ sales- 
men to work a portion of the time in the house 
and the balance in the city. ‘*‘ No man can serve 
two masters,’’ said the manager. ‘‘ The sales- 
man who divides his time between his house and 
his outside work will find in the long run that 
he will lose out, for while he is at work on the 
inside some salesman of a competitor is travel 
ing his beat and getting his ecustomers.’’ 

The next manager maintained that it does not 
pay to employ men to work exclusively on the 
outside, beeause the ‘‘inside’’ salesman who 
goes out after business when he is called, or 
during a dull period, goes ‘‘thrice armed,’’ for 
he has aequired knowledge while working on the 
‘inside,’’ of everything in stock, that it is im- 
possible for the strictly outside man to obtain, 
and the chances are that he will land a larger 
per cent of customers than the fellow who is out 
all the time. This manager finds that men work 
ing on the ‘‘inside’’ always make the best city 
salesmen when sent out, and are most likely to 
obtain orders. 

One manager believes that it is profitable for 
the house to employ men in their line to work 
where they can do it best. A very common 
sense attitude. ‘‘Let the salesmen work either 
‘outside’ or ‘inside’ the house, or both.’’ ‘*‘ We 
always aim to determine the character of the 
salesman and then assign him to his part in the 
salesmanship scheme,’’ said the manager. ‘‘ We 
have no definite rules that we can follow in re 
gard to the handling of our city salesmen. We 
simply aim to adapt ourselves satisfactorily to 
all circumstances, ’’ 

Then there is a difference of opinion about the 
assignment of territory to the salesmen. Some 
stationers divide the city geographically, give 
territory assignments and keep a tabulated rec 


ord of all sales in each territory. Another man 
ager allows his salesmen to sell any line which 
they choose, to anybody, any place. One will 


take the wedding stationery trade, and another 
the loose-leaf trade, ete. 

Again, men are assigned to various districts, 
one going to the packing district, another to the 
printing district, the shopping district, and the 
like. 

Out of this diversity of method it would there 
fore seem that if the managers of salesmen 
would first divide territory among their sales- 
men, either subjectively or geographically, and 
keep a ecard account of the business that comes 
from the territory or department of each sales 
man, that the first step would be taken toward 
system. The value, by the way, of the ecard sys 
tem of account, for it seems to be the simplest, 
cannot be overestimated. ‘‘It is not the fellow 
who gets the greatest volume of business for 
the house that is always the best man,’’ said 
one manager. ‘‘A certain salesman we had did 
twice as much business as any of our other 


is so attractive to the stationer as a quick 
seller 

In Europe many of these post-card shows 
have already been held, and it is remarkable 
to note the number of stores on the continent of 
Enrope where nothing but post cards are sold, 
and these maintain elaborate and expensive 
quarters on the main thoroughfares. 

In America, instead of maintaining separate 
stores, the stationers of the country have taken 
hold of the sale of these cards and made them 
a suecess, and thousands upon thousands of dol 


salesmen, but when we figured up at the end of 
our fiseal year the profits from his sales we 
found that, although he had seeured thousands 
of dollars’ worth of business, the profit on the 
same barely paid his salary. He figured too 
cheaply on many of the big orders in order that 
he might beat his competitor.’’ And this is not 
the only possibility: of the card system, for if a 
salesman knows that he will be credited with 
every order that comes from the territory or 
subject he works, it will be an inspiration to 
him. For the man that he interests today will 
possibly send in his order in six months, and the 
salesman is thus encouraged to make new friends 
for the house, whether he sees the possibility or 
not of an immediate order. 

Again, allow the salesman to work in the 
house from 8 to 9 a, m. and during such interim 
he could be filling orders taken the day previous 
and at the same time acquaint himself with the 
progress of the business, and take note of all 
the changes and new things at hand. He could 
then work in the city from 9 to 12 m. and again 
in the house from 1 to 2 p. m., then out again 
until 5 and finish from 5 to 6 in the house. By 
canvassing the city during the hours mentioned 
he would be on hand when he could most likely 
get a hearing with his customers, and at the 
same time enjoy the privilege of keeping posted 
on all that was transpiring on the inside of the 
house. 

By dividing the salesman’s territory geo- 
graphically time is saved because he is not forced 
then to spend most of it running around. On the 
other hand the salesman who sells a certain line 
wherever he can get an order, without respect 
to territory limitations, has manifestly a wider 
range and if he is an expert hustler there can 
be no objection to such a method. 

In the smaller cities it would seem, profitable 
to allow salesmen to work the city successively 
with some different device each week. For in- 
stance, the salesman might take a numbering 
machine one week and call on the business men; 
the next week he could take something else, and 
finally it seems probable that he would get an 
order for something from every business man. 
Then the first order is valuable because it natu- 
rally precedes the second. Your salesman sells 
some article to a new customer; you send it to 
him with your bill; he sees your letter-head and 
becomes familiar with your name. In a few days 
he wants something else and habit prompts him 
to think of vou and he sends you the order. It’s 
the stationer that gets after the business that 
wins. In every town there is a gold mine, but 
if you want the gold you must dig for it. 

Thus we have outline? a possible system based 
on the principles that govern the different man- 
agers of the stationery salesmen in Chicago. 

‘‘TIf there be any virtue,’’ we hope some man- 
ager who reads this may inaugurate it. What all 
of the managers work for and hope for is more 
sales, and any system that will help them to get 
more profitable orders will be welcome, no. mat- 
ter whether it is old as the laws of Moses or as 
new as the latest breakfast food.

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History of Paper Water Marks 


HISTORY OF PAPER WATER MARES. 

Aristocracy has its coat-of-arms, Paper bears 
its water mark. The former is an emblem of 
rank; the latter is a sign of make. Its coat-of- 
arms has been an inspiration to aristocracy ever 
since mankind divided itself into castes; and 
because there have been aristocracies with en- 
signs there have also been many makes of paper 
whose water marks were prototypes of the em- 
blematie patterns. 

*aper was probably made in Egypt long be- 





fore the dawn of the Christian era, but our first 
definite knowledge of its being manufactured 
was about 600 A. D., when it was made from 
cotton. About 1300 A. D. paper was made out 
of rags. Ever since manufactured paper was 
substituted for the papyrus reed, water marks 
of some description have been imprinted into it 
for the sake of distinguishing one brand from 
another. 

The imprint of the water mark is made in the 
paper while it is yet in a pulpy stage, prepara- 
tory to its run on the dryer rollers, where it is 
finished for the market. The water mark, in 
order to be printed in the paper, is designed in 
wire and mechanically fastened to a roller that 
revolves above the thin pulp. Thus every revo 
lution of the roller brings the wire design in 
contact with the paper and the impression is 


printed into it.

OFFICE APPLIANCES 


The first use of the water mark dates back to 
the origin of signs. In the primeval days of 
mankind, when only a few of the masses could 
read, signs were used to convey thoughts. The 
shop keeper, the inn keeper and advertisers in 
general communicated by signs. Thus the early 
paper makers adopted signs to distinguish their 
brands of paper until to this day, though we 
know it not, many papers bear water marks that 
had their origin in the mind of some ancient or 
medieval manufacturer. 

Curiously enough, the first water mark that 
we knew of and which still exists in the files of 
some of the ancient archives of France and Ger 
many, was a coat-of-arms. It was a ‘‘bull’s 
head,’’ the ensign of the Holbein family of 
Swabia, reputed to be the first manufacturers of 
paper in Europe. 

Another ancient water mark is a clapper or 


rattle, such as olden-time lepers used to wear to 
warn the populace of their approach. 

After the bull’s head and the clapper, a circle 
surmounted on a cross, and an open hand in 
which was held a star or a cross, were two well- 
known water marks. The former represented the 
cross planted on earth and the latter a priest’s 
benediction. 

‘*Post’’ paper takes its name from the post 
horn, which the postman used to sound his com- 
ing, and records are now preserved which were 
written on ‘‘post’’ parchment in 1370.

Water marks have proved themselves invalua 
ble for safeguarding against the forgery of bank 
notes, wills, stamps and manuscripts.
